The Big Decision 

Californians turn out in force for historic recall election 


LOS ANGELES I The extraordinary spectacle 
of California’s recall election drew to a close 
Tuesday, as voters turned out in substantial 
numbers to decide whether to depose Democrat 
Gov. Gray Davis — and perhaps replace him 
with Arnold Schwarzenegger, Hollywood 
action hero and novice politician. 

From one end of the state to the other, 
lines seemed to be moving quickly in and out 
of polling places. It was the heaviest early 
turnout Patti Negri said she had seen in 12 
years as a polling supervisor. 

Republican Schwarzenegger said he had 


to put on his glasses to read the ballot, which 
was several pages long, but the actor said he 
had no trouble finding his name. 

After he cast his own vote, Davis said, “I 
feel absolutely terrific. I have always trusted 
the voters of California and I know they’re 
going to do the right thing today.” 

Results were unavailable at press time, but 
recent polls indicated voters favored recalling 
Davis and electing Schwarzenegger, beth fouhy

A plethora of problems 
await the person chosen 
to lead California 

Whoever emerges as governor of 
California will have a tough time 
fulfilling campaign promises. The 
state faces an $8 billion deficit, 
persistent unemployment, strug- 
gling schools, and, as Gov. Gray 
Davis knows all too well, angry 
and mobilized voters. 

The state has been hit hard by the 
downturn in the economy and the 
burst of the high-tech bubble in par- 
ticular. A total of 223,900 jobs were 
lost from 2001 to 2003, causing a 
precipitous drop in personal income 
tax and sales tax revenue — the main 
sources of income for the California’s 
$71 billion budget. 

The result has been cutbacks and 
higher fees for such things as health 
care and education. Teachers are 
being laid off, classrooms are over- 


flowing, and clinics for the poor are 
being shuttered. 

Any budgetary solutions to these 
problems will need two-thirds 
approval from a state legislature that 
is more polarized than ever after the 
wrenching recall campaign.

Court Lifts Ban on Do-Not-Call List 


Appeals judge allows 
FTC to operate list 
during legal challenge 

DENVER | A federal appeals court 
Tuesday cleared the way for the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
operate the national do -not- call 
list, pending a court decision over 
whether the registry violates the 
telemarketing industry’s free- 
speech rights. 

The registry started last week, 
but its operation had been turned 
over from the FTC to the Federal 


Communications Commission 
because of concerns that the 
FTC had overstepped its legal 
authority. 

The 10th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals said the FTC could run the 
registry while a challenge from tele- 
marketers winds its way through the 
courts. Oral arguments were sched- 
uled in Tulsa, Okla., on Nov. 10. 

Some 50 million people have 
signed up for the free registry. 

Late last month, U.S. District 
Judge Edward Nottingham of 
Denver had barred the FTC from 
putting the registry into effect 


because the list unfairly blocks 
calls from businesses but not 
charities. 

In staying his ruling, the appeals 
court suggested that conclusion was 
too broad. 

“The Supreme Court has held 
that there is undoubtedly a sub- 
stantial governmental inter- 
est in the prevention of abusive 
and coercive sales practices,” 
the court said. “The prevention 
of intrusion upon privacy in the 
home is another paradigmatic 
substantial governmental interest.”

Bush Expresses 
Doubt That Leaker 
Will Be Identified 

WASH l N G TO N | President Bush ques- 
tioned on Tuesday whether investi- 
gators would be able to determine 
who leaked the identity of an under- 
cover CIA officer but said his staff 
was cooperating. “I want to know 
the truth,” he said. 

Bush’s chief of staff, Andrew 
Card, urged some 2,000 White 
House employees to turn over any 
relevant documents by Tuesday 
night. White House lawyers will 
screen the materials and decide 


which ones to send to the Justice 
Department as part of a criminal 
inquiry into the leak, Bush spokes- 
man Scott McClellan said. 

Bush renewed his pledge to 
cooperate with the investigation 
to “come to the bottom of this.” 

But he said success was not guar- 
anteed, and he turned reporters’ 
questions back on them at the end 
of a Cabinet meeting. 

“This is a large administra- 
tion and there’s a lot of senior offi- 
cials,” Bush told journalists. “I have 
no idea whether we’ll find out who 
the leaker is, partially because, in 
all due respect to your profession, 
you do a very good job of protect- 
ing the leakers.” (ap)

The Rev. Bernard Knoth, a Jesuit 
priest, submitted his resignation to 
the Roman Catholic college under 
new church rules that say that if a 
sexual allegation involving a minor is 
deemed credible, the accused should 
be removed immediately. 

Knoth, president of Loyola 
since 1995, issued a statement 
denying any inappropriate con- 
duct.

Prosecutors will ask 
court to drop sanctions 
in Moussaoui case 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | With a mili- 
tary tribunal possibly looming 
for al Qaeda defendant Zacarias 
Moussaoui, the government served 
notice Tuesday that it will ask an 
appeals court to salvage a civilian 
prosecution that was nearly gutted 
by a trial judge. 

Prosecutors notified the trial 
judge in Moussaoui’s case that 
they will appeal to the 4th Circuit, 


based in Richmond. The key issue 
is the government’s refusal to make 
three al Qaeda prisoners available 
to Moussaoui. 

The government 
defied two district 
court orders that 
gave Moussaoui 
the right to question 
the captives because 
they might help his 
defense. 

To sanction the government for 
its defiance, U.S. District Judge 
Leonie Brinkema on Thursday 
barred the government from seeking 


the death penalty or presenting any 
evidence that could link Moussaoui 
to the Sept. 11 attacks. 

If the government cannot restore 
its full prosecution case, it would be 
more likely the Bush administration 
would move the case to a military 
tribunal, where rules might be more 
favorable to prosecutors. 

Moussaoui was charged with 
a broad conspiracy that includes 
— but is not limited to — the Sept. 
11 attacks. 

His is the only U.S. crimi- 
nal case spawned by the suicide 
hijackings, larry margasak (ap)

Horn, still in critical

LAS VEGAS | That American enter- 
tainer Roy Horn is alive and able 
to communicate after being bitten 
in the neck by a 600 -pound tiger is 
miraculous, his doc- 
tor said Tuesday. 

Horn, of the 
“Siegfried & Roy” 
show that has 
thrilled Las Vegas 
tourists for years, 
was able to move his 
feet and hands and is responding 
to treatment, Dr. Derek Duke said 
at a news conference at University 
Medical Center where Horn was hos- 


pitalized after Friday’s attack. 

Horn, 59, remained in critical 
condition with a severe neck inju- 
ry. He lost a large amount of blood 
in the attack, doctors said, and later 
had a stroke. 

Horn was attacked by a Royal 
White tiger named Montecore dur- 
ing Friday’s sold- out show at The 
Mirage hotel- casino. The illusion- 
ist was alone onstage with the tiger 
when it latched onto his arm. After 
Horn tried to free himself by tap- 
ping the tiger with a microphone, 
the animal lunged at his neck and 
then dragged him offstage as 1,500 
people in the audience watched. 

Hotel officials announced 
Saturday the show has been closed. 
The tiger remains quarantined.

Alleged Mafia Boss Arrested 

Italian police said Tuesday they 
had arrested alleged Mafia boss 
Salvatore Sciarabba. Sciarabba, 
53, was arrested in his house in 
central Palermo after six years on 
the run, police said. He is believed 
to be a top lieutenant of Bernardo 
Provenzano, who reportedly became 
head of the Sicilian Mafia after the 
1993 arrest of the “boss of bosses,” 
Salvatore Riina. (ap)

Abu Sayyaf Terror Suspect 
Killed After Shooting Spree 

Police fatally shot a detained Muslim 
terror suspect Tuesday after he 
grabbed a guard’s rifle and went 
on a shooting spree in Manila’s 
police headquarters, killing three 
officers and wounding three others. 
Buyungan Bungkak, 20, was one 
of five suspected Abu Sayyaf rebels 
arrested over two bomb attacks last 
year that killed seven people and 
injured 150 in southern Zamboanga 
city. Abu Sayyaf is a Muslim extrem- 
ist group believed to have links to 
al Qaeda, (ap)

Two Mayors Assassinated 
By Rebels, Military Says 

Leftist guerrillas assassinated 
two town mayors, authorities 
said Tuesday. They were killed 
Monday after holding talks with 
Colombia’s largest rebel group, the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, a military official said. 
Monday’s killings come amid an 
upsurge in violence before state

EU to Continue Lobbying U.S., 
Others Over Death Penalty 

The European Union said Tuesday it 
would continue to use all diplomat- 
ic means to try to persuade China, 
Iran, the United States, Japan and 
others to abolish the use of the 
death penalty. The EU is teaming 
up with other countries, including 
Mexico and Canada, and the 45- 
nation Council of Europe in calling 
for the end of capital punishment 
“in all circumstances.” All member 
nations of the Council of Europe and 
the 15 -nation EU are supposed to 
commit to abolishing the use of the 
death penalty, (ap) 


Turkish Parliament OKs Iraq Force

ANKARA, TURKEY I Parliament 
voted overwhelmingly Tuesday 
to give the government permis- 
sion to send Turkish peacekeep- 
ers to Iraq, but members of Iraq’s 
interim council opposed the move, 
a sign of the problems Washington 
faces as it tries to assemble a peace- 
keeping force.

Americans Share 
Nobel Prize With 
Russian Scholar 

STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN I Two 
American citizens and a Russian 
won the 2003 Nobel Prize in phys- 
ics Tuesday for theories about how 
matter can show bizarre behavior at 
extremely low temperatures. 

The Royal Swedish Academy of 
Sciences cited Alexei A. Abrikosov, 
Anthony J. Leggett and Vitaly L. 
Ginzburg for their work concerning 
two phenomena called supercon- 
ductivity and superfluidity. 

Abrikosov is a Russian and 
American citizen based at the 
Argonne National Laboratory in 
Illinois; Ginzburg is a Russian 
based at the P.N. Lebedev Physical 
Institute in Moscow; and Leggett 
is a British and American citizen 
based at the University of Illinois 
at Urbana- Champaign, (ap)

At Least 65 Massacred in Volatile N.E. Congo 


KIGALI, RWANDA | Dozens of tribal 
fighters attacked a village in the 
volatile northeastern Congo with 
assault rifles and machetes, killing 
at least 65 people, mainly children, 
U.N officials said Tuesday. 

U.N. troops sent to investigate 
the attack that took place Monday 
in the unstable Ituri province found 


23 bodies in a church, others in a 
mass grave and some in the bush 
surrounding the village, said a U.N. 
spokesman in New York. 

Isabelle Abric, a spokeswoman 
for the U.N. mission in Congo, said 
the victims were from the Hema 
tribe, and fighters from the rival 
Lendu tribe were suspected of car- 


rying out the attack. 

Ituri has been beset by fighting 
between the Hema and Lendu, and 
massacres and reprisal killings 
since 1999, a year after the civil 
war in Congo erupted. A 3,000- 
strong U.N. peacekeeping force was 
deployed to the region last month to 
try to stop the tribal clashes, (ap)

BALI, INDONESIA | Ten Southeast 
Asian nations signed an ambi- 
tious accord Tuesday establishing 
a Europe-like economic commu- 
nity by 2020. 

The agreement, part of a blue- 
print dubbed Bali Concord II, was 
limited to economic relations. It 
would not create a political union 
like Western Europe’s or a military 
alliance akin to NATO. 

The Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations includes the fledg- 
ling democracies of Thailand, 
the Philippines, Indonesia and 
Cambodia; the limited democra- 
cies of Malaysia and Singapore;

Israel Firmly Defends Attack 


Sharon says he will strike enemies ‘in any place’ 


JERUSALEM I Bolstered by U.S. 
support for Israel’s bombing raid 
in Syria, Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon said Tuesday his nation 
won’t hesitate to attack its enemies 
anywhere — heightening concerns 
it may widen the Palestinian con- 
flict by again striking countries it 
accuses of harboring terrorists. 

Since the attack on the reput- 
ed Islamic Jihad training camp 
in Syria on Sunday, the region- 
al conflict has already escalated 
with shooting and mortar fire 
across the border between Israel 
and Lebanon, where Syria is the 
main power-broker.

A murder charge could not be 
supported in part because there 
were no witnesses to the killing, 
officials said. 

The ruling African National 
Congress took issue with the 
decision, saying it might give the 
impression that the post- apartheid 
democratic government tolerated 
such “evil.” 

Biko’s message of black pride in 
the mid-1970s appealed to many 
young people in South Africa’s 
townships and his death made 
him a martyr in the struggle against 
apartheid. 

The case sparked an outcry at 
home and abroad and spurred activ- 
ism that contributed to the end of 
white -minority rule, also inspir- 
ing the movie “Cry Freedom,” with

Noting that prior agreements, 
in 1785 and 1877, give Virginia 
some right to use the river, Justice 
Antonin Scalia questioned why the 
state needs to first seek Maryland’s 
permission to use river water or 
build along its shores.

“That’s the right to 
take water, not to have to come 
to Maryland and beg to take the 
water.”

Natural Gas Going Up 
As Temperatures Drop 


WASHINGTON I The Energy 
Department said Tuesday it expects 
wholesale natural gas prices to be 
9 percent higher this winter than 
last, at between $4.50 and $5 per 
1,000 cubic feet. 

If a severe winter increases fuel 
use, residential users of natural 
gas could pay an average of nearly 
$1,000 to heat their homes, about 
22 percent more than last winter, 
the Energy Department said. 

While normal weather would 


require less fuel to be used com- 
pared with last winter, heating costs 
still would increase about 5 percent 
on average ($ 841 for the season) 
because of higher fuel prices. 

Those who heat with oil could 
see heating bills drop by 8 percent 
from last year ($927 for the sea- 
son) if the winter is normal — and 
if crude oil prices were to stabi- 
lize. Propane users can also expect 
a slight decline if the weather is nor- 
mal ($1,094).

After 11 years of planning to join 
the space-faring elite, China is on the 
brink of making history and reap- 
ing a propaganda windfall. But as 
the hour approaches, the communist 
government is staying silent about a 
date and other details, wary of risk- 
ing the damage of public setbacks. 

A successful manned launch 
would stand as a testament to 
China’s economic and technical 
progress, winning Beijing respect 
abroad and — more importantly — 
approval at home. Chinese leaders 
long ago traded in leftist ideology for 
economic reform and, battered by 
corruption scandals, have used such 
flag-waving appeals to nationalism 


to bind the nation together. 

The launch would come 42 
years after Soviet cosmonaut Yuri 
Gagarin became the first human to 
orbit the Earth. But China would 
still be only the third country 
capable of manned space flight, 
vaulting it ahead of Japan and 
European countries, which have 
only unmanned programs. 

And China would be accomplish- 
ing something that even the United 
States, with its space shuttle fleet 
grounded following the Columbia 
disaster, can’t do right now. 

Still, some Chinese complain 
privately that the program is a 
waste of money in a society where 
the average person makes about 
$700 a year. 

China hasn’t released the identi- 
ties of its first astronauts, 12 mili- 
tary pilots who, according to state 
media, were picked from among 
2,000 applicants. Newspapers 
say all are about 30 years old and 
5 -foot-7 inches tall. 


They have been dubbed “tai- 
konauts” in English (pronounced 
TY-koh-nawt). In Chinese, they 
are “yuhangyuan,” or travelers of 
the universe. 

At least one of them will go up 
before the end of October, state 
media say. 

And the Beijing-backed Hong 
Kong newspaper Ta Kung Pao said 
it would happen sometime after 
this Friday. That could coincide 
with a meeting of the Communist 
Party’s ruling inner circle that con- 
venes Saturday, allowing President 
Hu Jintao and other leaders to be 
shown on state television talking 
with the crew in orbit. 

It isn’t even clear yet whether the 
government will alert its own public 
before the launch. State media said 
two years ago that the astronauts 
might be identified in advance — 
possibly to dispel rumors that a fatal 
accident would be covered up. 

Said Philip Clark, a British expert 
on China’s program: “I wouldn’t be 
surprised if 10 minutes before the 
launch, state television cuts without 
warning to a live shot of the rocket 
on the pad.” joe mcdonald (ap) 


Male contraceptive 
proves effective in 
new clinical trials 

SEXUALITY I A practical male 
contraceptive appears to be a 
step closer to reality. 

Researchers said Tuesday that 
trials of the treatment prevented 
pregnancies among 55 couples 
using it for 12 months. 

The method stops sperm pro- 
duction by using implants of the 
male hormone testosterone under 
the skin and injections of the 
female hormone, progestin. 

Experts said the results were 
a significant step forward that 
builds on many years of related 
research, but cautioned it may 
take several more years of testing 
before the treatment is deemed 
ready for use. 

Previous studies have shown 
that a combination of testoster- 
one and progestin can switch off 
sperm production in men. But the 
latest study is the first to measure 
the effect on preventing pregnan- 
cy — the ultimate goal. 

The trial successfully and 
reversibly turned off sperm pro- 
duction in the men who took part, 
said Rob McLachlan, director of 
clinical research at Prince Henry’s 
Institute of Medical Research in 
Sydney, Australia. 

The idea of using hormone 
treatment to turn off sperm 
production has been tested for 
about 30 years, but much of the 
earlier work focused on using 
testosterone alone. 

About a decade ago, two 
World Health Organization 
studies demonstrated that 


sperm counts could be revers- 
ibly suppressed and pregnan- 
cies avoided using testosterone 
injections. 

The idea is similar to that 
of the female contraceptive 
pill, which tricks the body into 
thinking it’s pregnant. The tes- 
tosterone injections trick men’s 
bodies into thinking their testes 
have produced enough testoster- 
one already, so the body switches 
off testosterone and sperm pro- 
duction in the testes. 

Injections of too much tes- 
tosterone can create problems, 
however, so much of the latest 
research has used a combina-

tion of testosterone and pro- 
gestin to lessen the amount of 
testosterone needed, said Dr. 
Richard Anderson, a scientist 
at the Human Reproduction 
Unit at Edinburgh University 
in Scotland who conducts sim- 
ilar research. 

Progestin, which is found in 
men’s bodies but only in very 
small amounts, does most of the 
sperm suppression; used alone, it 
would be equivalent to chemical 
castration, Anderson said. 

“You have to add back a nor- 
mal amount of testosterone to 
make the guys feel OK,” said 
Anderson, who was not connect- 
ed with the Australian study.

Clint Eastwood guns 
for immortality 
with ‘Mystic River’ 

FILM I Clint Eastwood’s profound- 
ly moving “Mystic River” weaves a 
rich study of complex characters and 
moral ambiguity. Eastwood has cre- 
ated a brooding drama whose events 
and interrelationships seem surreally 
improbable yet painfully authentic. 
The players evoke a palpable sense of 
community in this tale of a tightknit 
neighborhood sharing grief, anger 
and suspicion of outside authority 
in the aftermath of a young wom- 
an’s murder. 

Adapted from Dennis Lehane’s 
novel, with a screenplay by Brian 
Helgeland, “Mystic River” traces the 
lives of three boyhood friends in a 
working-class section of Boston who 
drift apart and are flung together 
again by events years later. 

Tormentedby memories of abduc- 
tion and abuse as a child, Dave Boyle 
(Tim Robbins) has grown into a shell 
of a man, doing odd jobs, drinking 
beer with neighborhood guys and 
shuffling the streets with a down- 
ward gaze. 

His old chums Jimmy Markum 
(Sean Penn) and Sean Devine 
(Kevin Bacon) have become polar 
opposites. Jimmy’s an ex- crime 
leader turned neighborhood shop- 
keeper and a fiercely adoring family 
man. Sean’s a police detective with 



a wayward wife. 

The slaying of Jimmy’s daugh- 
ter tears the community apart. 
Sean and his partner (Laurence 
Fishburne) are assigned to the 
case, while Jimmy rounds up for- 
mer hoodlum associates to carry 
out his own investigation. 

Dave becomes a prime sus- 
pect, and emotional paralysis 
over his childhood trauma leaves 
him so conflicted he spins alibis 
that heighten suspicion among 
the police as well as the charac- 


ters; Robbins and Marcia Harden 
as Dave’s wife make an eerie, heart- 
breaking portrait of an old married 
couple who would have ambled in 
comfortable befuddlement through 
the rest of their lives together had 
not blind chance exposed the wedg- 
es between them. 

Penn’s Jimmy is a man who 
moves without repentance from 
his upright life to a world outside 
the rules of decency and justice. 
His transformation from grieving 
to vengeful father, and finally to a 


man at ease with his questionable 
actions, is chilling. 

Bacon and Fishburne present 
an old-married- couple relation- 
ship of their own, offering a mul- 
tilayered rendering of longtime 
familiars with far greater depth 
than Hollywood usually bestows 
on police partners. 

Eastwood, who won best-picture 
and director Academy Awards with 
“Unforgiven,” finally has crafted 
another Oscar-worthy film, '

Chrysler’s Crossfire 
could have been the 
Great American Car 

ROADTESTI Like many great beau- 
ties — Marilyn Monroe, for instance 
— the new Chrysler Crossfire has a 
faintly tragic air about it. 

The 2004 Crossfire ($35,570 as 
tested) joins Chrysler’s recent port- 
folio of low- volume, high-zoot pro- 
duction cars — including the PT 
Cruiser and the Prowler — that riff 
on the history of car design. 

But while the PT Cruiser and 
the hot-rod-inspired Prowler are 
fun and frothy exercises in nostal- 
gic styling, the Crossfire is deadly 
serious, a lighted fuse of polished 
elegance and high ambition. It’s a 
small car, only 159.8 inches long sit- 
ting on a 94.5-inch wheelbase. But 
it has tremendous visual presence, 
with its wide body raked over rela- 
tively huge wheels. 

The most distinctive part of 
the Crossfire profile is its boat- 
tail hatchback, formed as the edges 
of the roof converge into a kind of 
teardrop shape, leaving the rear 
fenders to flare out over the rear 
wheels. It’s a wonderfully organized 
form — romantic and rational at 
the same time. 

This is the kind of car that makes 
you set your alarm clock early so you 
can go stare at it in the driveway. 
It’s gorgeous. 

So what’s so tragic? It’s not really 
a Chrysler. Under the artful skin of 


the Crossfire is the running gear of 
a Mercedes-Benz SLK, right down 
to the crankshaft in its 3.2-liter V-6 
(the car is assembled in Germany). 
The most exciting car of the year 
is made of leftover Mercedes. 
Although few could complain 
about the results, I confess to a lit- 
tle wounded nationalism. 

That said, the Crossfire is wick- 
ed fun to drive. The car has all the 
flex of a cast-iron sink and that 
lovely feeling of deep soundness 
that Benzes, at their best, have. 
The car handles far better than 
I expected, with a nice even bal- 
ance in S- curves that gradually and 
gracefully transitions to under steer. 
Toss it from corner to corner and 


the car recomposes itself without 
fretting, with little body roll or 
ungainly rebound. 

Our test car was equipped with 
Benz’s five-speed automatic trans- 
mission mated to a 215 -horsepower 
V-6 engine. (A six- speed manual is 
available.) The car was pretty quick, 
returning zero-to-60-mph times in 
about seven seconds. 

Composed and compelling, pre- 
cise and polished, the Crossfire is a 
singularly appealing car. Unlike a 
lot of design-intensive cars, whose 
appeal is so perishable they ought 
to come with a “best-if-used-by” 
stamp, the Crossfire has a bearing 
that should hold up well over time.

SAFETY I While child safety-seat use 
in general is at an all-time high in 
the United States, the message to 
keep children buckled up has not 
taken hold in Hispanic commu- 
nities, where cultural differences 
and lack of understanding about 
seat belt laws are leading to higher 
death rates. 

Federal officials are working to 
teach Hispanics about the benefits 
of child safety seats. A program, 
“Corazon de mi vida,” or “You are 
the center of my life,” has distrib- 
uted child safety seats in Hispanic 
communities. 

The program, a collabo- 
ration between the federal 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration and the San 
Antonio -based National Latino 
Children’s Institute, is a start in 
breaking down the cultural bar- 
riers that have led to more deaths 
among Hispanic children than non- 
Hispanic white children. 

Julio Rios, who supervises 
Hispanic programs for Child and 
Family Services of West Michigan, 
Inc., said immigrants are often sur- 
prised to learn every state requires 
infants to be placed in child seats. 
Many come from countries with no 
such requirement. 

Many new parents of all races 
and ethnicities believe, wrongly, 
that safety seats cost hundreds of 
dollars, said program director Irene 
Rodriguez. She noted that a good 
safety seat can be as little as $40.

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A new federal test 
will rate cars on their 
rollover potential 

SAFETY I Federal regulators will 
announce today that they will 
conduct demanding road tests on 
selected 2004 passenger vehicles 
— including SUVs and pickups — 
to determine how likely they are 
to roll over in common highway 
emergencies. 

The new tests are intended to 
provide consumers with the first- 
ever rollover ratings based on vehicle 
performance, in an era when sport 
utility vehicles and pickup trucks 
have replaced the station wagon as 
a primary mode of transportation. 
As a result, there has been a sharp 
increase in the number of victims 
of rollover crashes. 

To assess performance, the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration will subject vehi- 
cles to a test called the “fishhook” or 
“road edge recovery maneuver.” 

The test involves jerking the 
wheel of a vehicle moving at 35 mph 
to 50 mph sharply in one direction, 
followed quickly by a more extreme 
swerve to the opposite side. That 
will re-create what happens when 
an SUV drifts off the pavement 
and the driver panics — a typical 
sequence in rollovers, automotive 
and government officials say. 

Until now, regulators have relied 
on a mathematical calculation based 
on vehicle weight and geometry. 

“After all these years of SUVs on 
the road and rollovers, the public 
will finally have what we hope will 
be a suitable basis for informed deci- 
sionmaking,” said David Champion, 
director of automotive testing for 
Consumers Union, which publish- 
es Consumer Reports magazine. “A 
dynamic test can take into account 
suspension, tires and the presence 
of stability- control systems, instead 
of the rather crude [calculations] 
they are currently using.” 

The safety administration plans 
to demonstrate the fishhook maneu- 
ver at its Vehicle Research & Test 
Center in East Liberty, Ohio. Test 
vehicles will be driven by a robotic

controller, programmed to repeat 
equivalent turns of the steering 
wheel in different cars, pickups and 
sport utility vehicles. Video cameras 
will record whether the wheels lift 
up, but specially designed outrig- 
gers will keep vehicles from actu- 
ally flipping. 

The agency initially intends 
to use the test to rate about three 
dozen model year 2004 vehi- 
cles, with results expected to be 
announced early next year. 

Any vehicle can flip in a crash, 
but SUVs and pickups are more 
prone to it because of their high pro- 
files and relatively narrow widths. 
Rollovers accounted for a quarter 


of all traffic fatalities in 2002, the 
safety administration said, and safe- 
ty officials have made the issue a 
top priority. 

Since many SUV owners do not 
fully realize that their vehicles han- 
dle more like trucks than cars, a fed- 
eral safety campaign has focused on 
educating drivers about the risks of 
rollovers. But consumer and indus- 
try groups have criticized the gov- 
ernment’s current math-based roll- 
over ratings as too theoretical, and 
they have pushed for a driving test. 
Congress finally agreed and in 2000 
ordered the safety administration 
to develop a road test, ricardo alonso-

CANADA I Tourism in Toronto was 
crippled last spring when a SARS 
outbreak killed 44 people. But 
there’s nothing like a brush with 
death to make you embrace life with 
fresh energy. “I don’t think tour- 
ism got the recognition it deserved 
before,” says Tricia Hosking of 
Tourism Toronto. “It’s definitely 
more front of mind now.” 

In practical terms, that means 
plenty of deals on airfares and 
hotels. But it also means that the 
city’s boosters are highlighting 
Toronto’s evolving image as a cut- 
ting-edge metropolis. 

There’s a growing art scene, 
centered in the West Queen West 
area, and the annual Toronto 
International Film Festival. The 
government is also taking steps to 
decriminalize possession of small 
amounts of marijuana, and to legal- 
ize same-sex marriages. 

The biggest factor in Toronto’s 
changing identity is its extraordi- 
nary ethnic diversity — and for 
tourists, that means great food 
and interesting neighborhoods. 

Start in Little Italy, centered 
along College Street. Once an old 
ethnic enclave, it’s become a party 
zone of bars, bistros and lounges, 
many of them utterly un- Italian. 

Farther north is the student- 
filled Annex, centered along Bloor 
Street. To its west is an emerging 
Korean district. South is Little 
Portugal, where churrasqueira 
chicken grills rub shoulders with 
Brazilian cafes and Vietnamese 
karaoke bars. 


Toronto is also home to a vibrant 
gay and lesbian population, concen- 
trated downtown on Church Street 
between Wellesley and College. 
Last spring, the Ontario Supreme 
Court issued a court ruling permit- 
ting homosexual marriages, and by 
August, more than 450 same-sex 
couples had taken their vows. City 
Hall even stayed open on a Sunday 
in June for weddings during Pride

“Teacher Says” guest harold 
KOPLEWICZ, M.D. , director of the New York 
University Child Study Center, talked 
about ADHD (Attention-Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder) online Tuesday. 


Are you aware of any research 
being done on long-term prognosis 
of ADHD? 

ADHD is a lifelong illness. The 
good news is that hyperactivity 
seems to diminish during adoles- 
cence. The bad news is that impul- 
sivity and inattention continue. The 
two studies that have examined 
ADHD in children grown up have 
followed these individuals for more 
than 20 years. Left untreated they 
drop out of high school 10 times as 
frequently as the controlled group, 
have more car accidents, more con- 
victions, more felonies and use more 
medical services. One finding that 
needs investigation is that earlier 
treatment may have a positive effect 
on long-term outcome. 

Is there a viable alternative to med- 
ication for ADHD? 

A recent study found that psy- 
chosocial interventions were not 
as effective as medication. That 
said, many families would rather 
use organizational skills training, 
social skills training and behavior- 
al therapy to treat their children’s 
symptoms. I would highly recom- 
mend that you consult with a clini- 
cal psychologist with expertise in 
behavioral therapy and ADHD. 

Have there been scientific studies 
done to prove or dispel the notion 
that an excessive amount of watch- 
ing TV, using computers and play- 
ing video games enhances ADHD? 

ADHD has been around for hun- 
dreds of years. The first study that 
used medication for this disorder 
dates back to 1937. We also have 
studies that show that kids with 
ADHD move around more than 
average kids. 

In fact, they even move around 
more in their sleep. However, when 
treated, they move around less even 
on the sports fields, which is good 
since they now are paying more 
attention in games like soccer and 
getting the ball in their opponent’s 
goal, not their own.
